THE CONQUEST OF MOROCCO, 
AMERICAN OPINION 


A_ German - semi-official journalistic organ 
admits that, Germany cannot oppose the pacifi 
cation of Morocco by France ‘if disorders in 
the Barbary States continue. The newspaper 
at the same time regrets that events are 
successively occurring in Moroceo to afford 
France excuses for stepafter step of encroach 
ment. 

Under the terms of the Algeciras convention, 
France and Spain are named as the exedative 
committee of the Powers to preserve the status 
quo in Morocco. In’ consequenck Germany is 


stopped by her own signature trom objecting | . 


to French and Spanish interposition “at a time 
when lives of Earopeans have been taken ina 
Moorish city and when a holy war against 
Christians is being preached throughout the 
sultanate. 

Norcan Germany at this time well oppose 
herself to the will of Europe and the obviois 
destiny of the whole Mediterranean coast of 
Africa. That coast separated from Europe by a 
sea which bears ships in multitede, is parted 
from the rest of Africa by the waste of the 
Sahara. In other words, Egypt and the Barbary 
States are related to Europe and not to Africa. 
They were as truly in the pale of the ancient 
Mediterranean civilization as were |taly and 
Hellas. Their historical separation from Burope 
in the middle age was scoomplished by an 
Asiatic, not by an African influence—the in 
vasion from Arabia 

England shrank at first from her task in 
Egypt, jost as France has been hindered from 
finally putting her hand to the plough in 
Morocco. But Egypt by the force df events 
isas finally British as is India, just a» to- 
morrow, the better portion of Morocco is likely 
to become finally French 

England is in Egypt to-day and may be in 
Syria tomorrow. France is in Algiers aod
